April 1, 1903, with the exception of 
the section which relates to doing 
away with the second examination of 
meat once officially Inspected. This 
paragraph will go Into effect Oct. 1. 
1901. 


A report on the now" regulations 


received from Consul General Rich- 
tird Guenther of Frankfort, says the 
following Imports Into Germany are 
prohibited. 


Sealed Meat 


Meat in hermetically scaled boxes 


and similar vessels, as well as sau- 
sages and other mixtures of chopped 
meats; dog meats; 
also prepare^ 


meat of horses, asses, mules and oth- 
er Eollpcds; meats which have been 
treated with one of the following sub- 
stances, or with a preparation con- 
taining such: 
Boraclc acid and Its 


salts, 
formaldehyde, dydroxldes and 


carbonates of alkalis, sulphurous acid 
and Us salts, hysulplmraus salts, flour 
hydogen nnd Itc salts, salicylic acid 
and Us salts, chloride salts, coloring 
and substances of whatever nature. 
The latter, however may bo employed 
for coloring coverings, If not other- 
wise prohibited.

Fresh meat may be Imported Into

KILLED BY RAILROAD TRAIN AT 


MONTEREY CROSSING. 


BAD PLACE FOR AN ACCIDENT 


Cut Hid the Train from View and 


Mrs. Boehm Drove In Front 


of the Engine. 


A fatal accident occurred 
about 


11:35 this morning at the 
Second 


street Northwestern crossing, south 
of the Monterey bridge. 
The victim 


of the accident is Mrs. Chas. Boehm, 
a lady about fifty years of age. who 
resides on Carle avenue In the first 
house south of Second street. 


Fast Train 


The train that killed her was the 


Green Bay express due here at 11:40 
and was in charge, of Conductor Clark 
Stewart of Chicago and 
Engineer 


Fred C. McLean of this city. 


On Her Way Home 


Mra. Boehm was on her way home 


and was driving a horse attached 
to a buggy. 
She drove onto 
the 


track not "fifty feet ahead of the ap- 
proaching train, which was 
just 


coming out of the deep Mlltlmore cut 
and was running about twenty miles 
an hour. 
The engine struck the bug 


gy squarely |n the center, killing the 
horse. 
smashing the buggy 
and 


throwing Mrs. Boehm off to one side 
where she lay as If dead. 
The train was brought to a stand- 


still as soon as possible and backed 
up to where the accident occurred. 
The trainmen found that Mrs. Boehm 
was still alive and she was picked ui 
and placed on a cot and 
brought to 


the passenger station. A telephone 
message was sent for the patrol 
gon and Dr. W. H. Palmer, .the com 
pony's surgeon was summoned. Tlie 
Injured woman was taken to the Pal 
mer Memorial hospital where 
she 


• died of her Injuries about one o'clock 


At The Hospital

Our lights were 
burning and there waa no fog, BO I 
don't sec how they could have helped 
seeing our vessel. When

was bearing directly down upon us.
